THE CAPTURE OF SAVANNAH. 


HOW IT WAt ACCOMPLISHED. 


For some time past we have been anticipat- 
ing what has now been accomplished, the oc- 
cupation of Savannah by the Federal forces. 
The rebels themselves have considered it a 
point of great weakness, and at the time of 
the capture of Port Royal it ie believed that 
the fleet could have run up the Savannah river 
with a land force of a single regiment 
have made Savannah ours, at even less risk 
than to reduce the battcrics on Hilton Head. 
Tt was postponed until now, and our dispatch- 
es of last cveniug chronicle that it has fallen 
into our bands. 

Our map of a portion of the soathern coast 
gives the relative position of Savannah to. 
Beaufort and Port Royal, the splendid harbor 
of which, in our bands, is being made the cen- 
ter of Federal operations on the coast. The 
expedition to Savannah bas been quietly fit- 
ting out for some weeks past, Com. Dupont 
putting his Geet in readinces for operations in 
the vicinity of Savannah. Let us look a little 
at the defenses of the city. The principal ene 
of these is Fort Pulaski, which guards the har- 
bor approach. 
It is built om Coekspur “Island, fourteen 
miles from Savannah, at themouth of the Sa- 
vanmab river. The site of the fortification was 
selected by Major Babcock, of the United 
States Engineer Corps, about twenty-six years 
ago, but it was not until 1541 that the work of 
erecting the present massive masonry fortifi 
cation was commenced im earnest. In that 
year (pow Quartermaster General) Mansficid 
took charge of iis construction. The fort was 
finished a few years ago, at a cost of $963,000. 
The fort is of pentagonal form, covering sev- 
eral acres. The fullarmament of the fort will 
consist of Lhe lower tier, of sixty-five 32-pound- 
ers (iron pieces, )'end im the upper tier of fifty- 
three 24-pounders, four 18pounder flanking

We have described tige fort more in detail, 
to show its strength, and thus bring oat the 
striking fact that it after all formed no figure 
in the defenses of the clty, and in fact bas beea 
rendered useless to the rebels, as Comm@tiore 
Dypont’s blue jackets found their way to Sa- 
venseh by an entirely different channel. 

The atmost secrecy has beem observed by 
our officers in regard to the @etails of this 
movement. It was known thata successful 
survey of a pew water-course had becn made, 
and that, by means of thie channel, Savannah 
could be reached without passing Fort Pulae- 
ki. Our troops have been engaged in the work 
of removing logs, bulks, and otbef obstruc- 
tions, including piles, which the enemy had 
placed in the stream under the impression that 
they had thereby secured themeelves from at- 
tack in that direction. At last accounts this 
work was rapidly progrea¢ing, abd it 
thonght when the Atlantic icf Port Royal 
that the work had been accomplished. The 
rebels had, however, taken the precantion te 
erect a battery at the head of the water-course, 
and information had been received to the ef- 
fect that this battery, as welias the defences 
of the other approaches to Savannah, has been 
strengthened. 

The channel is shown on the map passing

day night, dark and indefinite news cloud- 
ed every and gave toan anxiety as i. 


The on- 
satisfactory and floating

The excitement cul- 
minated in the intelligence that the renogadc 
Buckner was captured. Shout after shout rent 
‘the air. Men sung and danced and indulged 
im all sorts of patriotic gymnastics. Flags
